WE'VE BEEN ASKED about the rates at 
Clair Tappaan Lodge. Who sets them and 
how are they determined? 

Rates at CTL are set by the Clair 
Tappaan Lodge Committee in open meeting, 
This committee, whose membership is 
composed of those who have demonstrated 
a keen interest in its operation, is 

directly responsible to the Sierra Club 
Board of Directors for all. of the CTL 
policies and functions. 

In practice, the committee generally 
follows the recommendations of the 
committee treasurer who keeps the cur-

attempt to set the rates on a cost-of- 
operation basis. Since the lodge must 
be self-supporting, a regular review of 
cost trends serves as the best basis for 
determining the rates. 

interestingly enough, in late September 
the committee voted to retain the same 
rate schedule that has been in effect for 
the past two years, Basically this rate 
is $4.00 per day per member and is only 
50¢ more than it was in 1918,
